To  make  approximate  allowance  for  the  way  in  which  the  sex  and  age 
distribution  differs  from  that  of  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole  the  crude 
rates  are  multiplied  by  a  comparability  factor.  The  resultant  figures 
can  then  be  compared  with  those  of  any  other  district  and  England  and 
Wales.

GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 


(i)  Laboratory  Facilities 

Samples  for  bacteriological  examination  are  sent  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Northallerton.  A  van  calls  once  a  week  to  collect  specimens. 

(ii)  Local  Services  under  Part  III  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946 

The  day-to-day  administration  of  the  following  services  is  carried 
out  by  the  Ryedale  Local  Health  Sub-committee  in  the  urban  districts  of 
Malton  and  Pickering,  and  the  rural  districts  of  Helmsley,  Kirbymoorside, 
Malton  and  Pickering. 

(a)  Care  of  mothers  and  young  children 

Child  welfare  and  ante-natal  clinics  are  held  at  centres  in  the 
Ryedale  area. 

In  places  where  no  clinic  is  held  ante-natal  and  child  welfare 
services  are  carried  out  by  health  visitors  in  the  home. 

(b)  Midwifery.  Health  Visitinc  and  Home  Nursing 

Combined  duty  nurses  serving  16  districts  are  resident  in  the 

area. 

(c)  Ambulance  Service 

Ambulance  stations  at  Malton  and  Kirbymoorside  provide  this 
service. 

(d)  Immunisation  and  Vaccination 

Provision  is  made  for  primary  immunisation  against  diphtheria 
at  child  welfare  centres  but  the  greater  part  of  this  service  is 
carried  out  by  general  practitioners  in  their  surgeries  and  in  the 
hone. 

(e)  Domestic  Hein  Service 

This  service  provides  domestic  help,  at  a  charge  dependent  on 
the  income  of  the  household,  in  homes  where  there  has  been  a  confine¬ 
ment  or  ill-health  of  the  mother,  and  to  the  aged  and  infirm.

Water  extensions  from  Cropton  to  Wrelton  Reservoir  and 
Sinnington  to  Wrelton  received  approval  and  it  is  hoped  that 
these  will  assist  in  evading  any  shortage  of  water  in  this  area 
during  drough  periods.

Refuse  Collection 

Refuse  Collection  throughout  the  area  is  carried  out  by 
direct  labour.  The  ever  increasing  demand  due  to  the  increas  in 
number  of  properties  and  houses  may  require  this  service  to  be 
increased  to  a  fortnightly  collection  instead  of  every  three 
weeks  which  exists  in  parts  of  the  area  at  the  moment.  The 
tipping  of  refuse  is  by  crude  tipping  and  as  these  tips  are  not 
owned  by  the  Local  Authority  strict  supervision  cannot  be 
exercised • 

The  sale  of  salvage  and  scran  metal  during  the  year  under 
review  amounted  to  £32.  10sc  Od. 

Sewage  Disposal 

The  Local  Authority  were  able  to  corrmence  a  sewerage  scheme 
to  serve  the  village  of  Thornton  Dale  during  the  year.  This 
scheme  I  am  confident  will  remove  a  great  nuisance  which  exists 


in  the  stream  throughout  the  village  o 


It  is  hoped  that  the  efforts  to  provide  a  scheme  to  Middleton  and 
Sinnington  will  he  successful. 

Open  Ditches 


In  many  instances  sewage  effluent  is  discharged  into  open  ditches 
These  are  cleaned  out  as  far  as  possible  by  direct  labour.
